Officials of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor explained that he had 
béen keeping in‘touch with the brothér-: 
hood leaders from a point near New 
‘York and could be counted on to attend 
the proceedings. 
Joint Conference Begins. _ 
Shortly after’ 1 o’clock ‘this. morning. 
the railroad managers were called into 
the conference jointly with. the brother- 
‘ hood representatives. Although no an- 
nounceméent was made, ft was -assumed 
that this joint resumption of negotia- 


tions. seemed to presage possible peace, }

There was the greatest indignation not 
only ‘in Prussia, but in the whole’ of 
Germany, and the leaders of. all parties 
decided that it must be made clear to 
the Prussian landocracy that this is the 
twentieth. century.

KROPOTKIN TELLS WHY

3 and achools and hospitals in a 
general way along parochial lines, to 
watch over the economic welfare. of the 
district over which they presided: Out 
of this crude. beginning public opinion 
came.into existence. But it was not 
long before the proposed reforms fell 
far short of what had been expected, 
atid early in the 70's a reaction set in. 

hen the great’ revolution came in 
1904, some people talked of the Zemstvos 
councils as a powerful instrument by 
means of which the ‘Russian people 
might achieve a responsible form of 
Government and even_ representative 
natitutions. But Prince Lvoff was per- 

aps the only man of prominence who 

really believed that this was so. Many 
of-the othcr preachments came from 
diaguised reactionaries, men who had 
no’ belief, that the Russian peasant was 
Capable of participating in an intelligent 
advance toward self-government, and 
who were perhaps glad to see him con- 
cefitrate his. attention on a system 
which had already been barren of re- 
sults and certainly failed to inspire en- 
thusiasm. : 

Until a few days before Bloody Sun- 
day, when the present Czar gave an au- 
dience to Prince Lvoff and the other 
committeemen of the Central Zemstvos 
Union the activities of these bodies ha 
been confined, to road and bridge build- 
ing, to.the upkeep of schools and small 
country hospitals.

"Of course, an interview under these 
circumstances ig not an interview at all, 
and I do not for a moment authorize 
any one to hold Prince Lvoff to my im- 
pressions of what he said to me then. 


Several of his closest associates were 
present, and many of the’ statements 
were really interjected by them, but I 
think that I am not iar -wrong in niy 
impression of what wags said by him or 
with his approval. 

““You'-wish me to report progress? 
Why, it has.been so tremendous and has 
brought: with it. such responsibility that 
I, we all, shudder to face it. 1f you 
have looked about you at all since you 
bave: been here you must have seen 
that the despised Zemstvo organization 
has. become the keystone of the arch 
upon which we expéet to erect, or as 
some old Russians maintain, expect to 
rebuild the edifice of free government 
and representative institutions. I have 
not the, slightest doubt today, none of 
these men who are associated with me 
Kave the slightest doubt, but what we 
can make the present "Government im- 
possible at any moment. Would it he 
wise? is what we are asking ourselves. 

You know that famous: editorial ar- 
ticle that. has gone the rounds of Russia 
from the Baltic to the Pacific. It is in 
the form of a little story, so that the 
simplest peasant can understand. A 
man with his dear mother is riding 
along a dangerous road behind an: un- 
skilled -and a réckless chauffeur. He 
sees the danger of keeping still, he sees 
the danger of taking the wheel away 
from the unskilled driver—in the opera- 
tion the machine might be precipitated 
down the abyss. The little leader is en- 
titled, ‘What should be done?’ Now, 
that is exactly the question that we -put 
to ourselves: every day, and up to ‘the 
present we have answered it in this wise: 
“Let us help the driver; let us beseech 
him to have a:care and to be cool; but 
of course jf. we see him driving diréctly. 
on to-destruction, why, then,. we must 
do something else; our action will have 
to fit the circumstances.

Chains Loosened by Revolution. 
“We came out of the revolution with 
our chains.joogened, if not broken.

The rights which we had asserted and 
which we were generally abie to exer- 
cise were very similar to. the County 
Councils-in England or tne Boards of 
Supervisors in county governments of 
some of the American States. It soon 
became apparent that the Nachalnik, or 
the representative of ‘the Federal auto- 
cratic power, could. not make much 
headway unless he got along with us; 
unless he got along with us there was 
triction, possibly removal or transfer, 
often to his personal detriment. So, one 
by one, the usurped pcwers came back 
to us and more. ‘There were times when 
I really, thought ot putting on the 
brakes. Our committees had all the 
power that they could use. intelligently. 

‘We _ were forging ahead very fast 
when the great war came, a war upon 
the result of which we all recognize the 
future of Europe depends as ‘well as 
that of Russia. We for a moment sub- 
ordinated our separate national cause 
to the greater, the world-wide, struggle 
in Bains humanity*and civilization was 
involved, with progress trembling in 
the balance, We knew that the freedom 
of Russia was within our grasp, but we 
khew it would have ‘been a. hollow 
sham indeed, unless accompanied b 
the triumph of the. liberal powers wit 
whom we were making common cause. 
If Germany succeeds they will be able 
to install a reactionary Government in 
Petrograd subject to orders from Ber- 
lin herefore, in the first instance, 
Germany,. above all. Prussia and Prus- 
sianism, had to be defeated.

GOOD OMEN FOR JEWS. 


Editor of London Jewish Chronicle 
Rejoice’ at Liberal Russia.

LONDON, March 16.—L. J. Greenberg, 
editor of The Jewish Chronicle, who is 
well known to prominent Jews in 
America, spoke today, in an interview 
for THm New. YoRK Times, of the .over- 
throw of the reactionary Russian Gov- 
ernment. as an omen of great promise 
for the Jews’ in Russia. ‘‘ We. have 
always held,”’ he said, ‘‘ that the Jewish 
position, not only in Russia, but all 
over the world, was bound up in and 
depended upon the general liberal dis- 
position of ,the people; themselves. iIf 
this revolution means the liberalization 
of all things and all matters ‘in ' the 
national life of Russia, then the pros- 
pect of the ‘Jews.in new Russia. will 
brighter :than :it- has been in .many 
generations. . - : ; 
Jews in England have maintained 
since the waf that ‘nothing ‘could’ ta 
been better’ from thé Jewish point ‘o 
view than the alliance of Russta and 
the powers who are fighting with her 
in the war against Germany. If there 
was_any hesitancy upon the part of 
the Jews ‘in.

MILUKOFF FORECAST REVOLT. 


Condemned Russia’s Policy 
Speech in London in 1906, 

Special Cable to Tom NEW YORK TIMES 

LONDON, March i16.—In connéction 
with a statement made by, Paul N. Mil- 
ukoff, new Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
to Reuter's, the Havas Agency, and The 
Associated Press, it is recalled. that 
when in London in 1906, at’ a:dinner 
given in honor of the Duma, he madé a 
speech containing this passage of pres- 
ent interest: 

‘'* Russian. public opinion has bvbeerf 
fighting for freedom for 150 years. The 
Russian Government reminds us of the 
man in the story who never mended the 
thatched roof. of his cottage because 
when it rained it was too late to mend 
it and when it was fine it was unneces- 
sary to do so. , 

“So the Russian Government always 
Says it is prevented from bringing about 
political reform because there is a revo- 


lution,“ dnd in rare intervals whén it 
succeeds in stopping a revolution it 
=— there is no necessity. for reform 
at all. ‘ : 

*“* Every party in Russia is a revolu- 
tionary party now, and we are revolu- 
tionary in our. methods in the measure 
in which peaceful- means are _ refused 
%’» us.”’ 


Professor Pau] Milukoff, new Rugsian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, was laBt in 
this country in January, 1908, when he 
crossed the ocean to make‘a speech in 
Carnegie Hall on constitutional gov- 
ernment for Russia. He remained in 
the country only three days, during 
which he went to Washington, where 
he talked with President Roosevelt, W. 
H. Taft, then Secretary of War, and 
other notables of the Roosevelt Ad 
ministration. An audience that packed 
Carnegie Hall to its capacity heard his 
speech, which’Was deliveréd under the 
auspices of the Civic Forum. ‘lhe pre- 
siding. officer was the late Bishop 
Henry C. Potter. 

In that address Professor» Milukoff 
told in detail the story of the long 
struggle for constitutional freedom ‘in 
Russia, 
that. time very dark.

After his speech Professor Milukoff 
was asked many questions by persons 
in the audience. One of those questions 
concerned the status of the Jews in the 
event the Constitutionalists carried their 
point. The speaker replied that the 
members. of his rty were all. friendly 
to the Jews, adding that ‘“‘ we will con- 
tinue to: be with them,’’ and that the 
“only true representatives of the 
Jewish people in Russia are the repre- 
sentatives of our party.’’ In answer to 
another question, Professor Milukéff 
made the following prophetic utterance: 

“ Well, Iam not 'a prophet,.and I -will 
not undertake to speak for the future 
times. Very likely the anti-dynastic 
feeling, which is great in Russia, will 
grow if the mistakes of the Govern- 
ment are to be indefinitely repeated, I 
do not know what will be the upshot, 
whether a. new dynasty, or what. I do 
not know. I must state that this S- 
sibility is out of the reach of practicaT 
politics at the present day. It is ite 
out of the question now to think of in- 
troducing a commonwealth into Russia. 
I think myself that the greatest success 
we could achievé would be the bringing 
about of a constitutional and re- 
sentative régime, but all these thin 
have been too difficult for accomplish- 
ment at once. Of course, we do not 
despair; along such lines we shall go 
until .we reach the goal.’’ : 


MILUKOFF TWICE BANISHED.

DEBS CASE A PRECEDENT. 


| President Could Protect Interstate 
Commerce by Force if Necessary. 


General Gregory and other Federal law 
officers, including those in the office 
of the Judge Advocate General of the 
army, were seeking authority today to 
enable the President to’ take Grastic 
steps if mediation fails ‘to prevent a rail- 
road strike. 

So far as any attempt by strikers to 
interfere physically with the operation 
of railroads is concerned, fin the cele- 
brated “ Debs case” the United States 
Supreme Court, in most sweeping terms 
and unanimously, declared that the Fed- 
eral Government has widest powers to 
prevent physical obstructions at least 
to interstate commerce and transporta- 
tion of the mails. Eugene V: Debs and 
others of the American Railway Union 
were defendants in an injunction suit 
filed by the United States District At- 
terney at Chicago, by direction of At- 
torney General Richard Olney in 18%, 
during the strike against the Pullman 
Company. An injunction was granted 
by the Federal Court enjoining .the de- 
fendants from “interfering with or ob- 
structing ’’ interstate commerce, even 
to the extent of soliciting strikebreak- 
ers of “ loyal’ workmen at the Pull- 
man plant. Debs was convicted and 
sentenced to imprisonment for violating 
the injunction. He brought a habeas 
corpus proceeding to the Supreme Court.

STRIKE WOULD HURT CANADA. 


Tieup Here Would Cut Off Needed 
Coal Supplies of Dominion Roads. 


Special to The New York Times. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, March 16.—A 
gerious transportation situation faces 
Canada if there is a railway strike in 
the United States, it is said by the au- 
thorities here. The chief problem will 
be.to get adequate supplies of coal, of 
which, it is understood, the railway 
companies have little on: hand. A short- 
age would be serious in view of the 
necessity of rushing munitions and war 
supplies to the seaboard, as well as 
carrying on domestic transportation. 

The Grand Trunk Railway announces 
an embargo on all freight, with the ex- 
ception of fuel coal, pending develop- 
ments in the strike situation. It is ex- 
pected that other railways will take 
similar action unless the strike is 
averted. 

It is said the coal supply at Oswego 
is limited and. Western coal cannot be 
hauled economically further East than 
the Great Lakes. In the maritime prov- 
inces recruiting ‘hes created a shortage 
of labor in the Nova Scotian mines and 
the output has been considerably cur- 
tailed. ° 
The Western provinces will not suffer 
to the same extent as the East, as ade- 
quate supplies can be obtained from the 
Crow’s Nest and other mining districts.

ITALY NOW READY. 


T0 PUSH THE WAR Fa 


vernment Great Work of Preparation Is 


‘Described by the Min- . 
istry of War. 


HAD SMALL ARMY AT START 


Now Has Trained. Force of 3,000,000 
Men—Has Spent $4,000,- 
000,000 So Far. 


ROME, March 6, (Corresponderice of 
The Associated Press.)—A. comprehen- 
sive view of what Italy has been doing 
to perfect her organization of military, 
industrial, and political forces may be 
gathered from data given at the Minis- 
try of War, wherd it_is declared that 
Italy is now prepared to enter into @ 
still more vigorous prosecution of the 
war. 

It is frankly stated that Italy began 
the war with the feeling that she was a 
weak nation, poor in money and ma- 
terial resources, with an army that was 
unfitted to cope with that of Austria, 
which was far superior in artillery and 
which for many years had deen plant- 
ing heavy cannon in the fastneszes of 
the. high mountains that lie between her 
and Italy. 

The Italian. General Staff, in command 
of General Cadorna, has never made & 
secret of the fact that when Italy’s 
troops were first launched, in May, 1915, 
against the Austrian frontler, along a 
600-mile front, defended by twenty-five 
divisions (625,000 men) of trained troops, 
it was with an Italian army of which 
perhaps a mere 200,000 men might be 
classed as trained troops, and troops 
which were lacking in artillery support, 
even in.the very clothes needed to keep 
them warm it the mountains. Nor has

He expressed the highest con- 
fidence, too, in the loyalty of German- 
Americans,’ and declared he would not 
be afraid to lead a regiment of them— 
that he would have no.fear of being 
shot from pehind. 

The speech met the expectations of 
the big crowd that packed City Hall 
Park to greet the Ambassador when at 
jJast he reached home after traveling 
from Berlin via Berne, Paris, Madrid, 
Corunna, Havana, Key West, and Wash- 
ington.

Very Near the Brink of War. 


Mr. Gerard took occasion at the very

SUBMARINES AND OCEAN TRAFFIC 
We have had the figures of Feb- 
Tuary trade for this port alone, and 
We are to have no mors daily or 
weekly port statistics.

Among other suspects who came un- 
der the scrutiny of the -aythorities was 
a@ man who, passing as a glazier, car- 
ried his box of glass upon his back. 
When apparently tired he would lean 
up against the wall of a building in a 
thoroughfare, resting against the box on 
his back. At first he was supposed to 
choose those places where ‘‘ Der Hun- 
ger had been posted: Then he was 
seen to lean up against one that had 
been mutilated. .When he moved on it 
was found complete. Then he leaned up 


against a pillar where there had been 
~~ When he left, one had. been 
posted -on the wall behind him. 

He was arrested. At the station house 
his box was examined and found to 
conceal a small boy and a big bunch of 

‘Der Hunger’ ’ placards. e small 
boy posted the eeceree through -2 
sliding door in the back of the box. 

The fate of the pretended anion and 
the boy is not known. But the placards 
continue to appear ‘in pons places, and 
thé police are again at se One theory 
is that they are proiaéiea. from a dis- 
tance and unroll automatically on strik- 
ing a wall. Color’is tent to this expla- 
nation from the fact that the placards 
now appear in a long strip of seven or 
eight words to the line, similar to news- 
paper ‘‘ proof sheets.” Formerly, in the 
glaziet’s day, they were eighteen ‘inches 
by eight, and printed in large type. Now 
the type Is smaller, except: the words 
“Der Hunger,’’ which are in letters an 
inch high. In very small type at the 
bottom is the legend: ‘ Printed and 
published by Schulze’s successors, Stutt- 
gart.”’ The placard reads in English:

Conference. Results im No Gompro- 
mise of Milk Controversy. 


In the hope of avoiding a repetition 
of last Fall’s milk strike, which tempo- 
rarily reduced .the city’s supply to 30 
per cent. of the normal, representatives 
of the Dairymen’s League and of the 
New.

The strength which most. stocks show~ 
ed. yesterday, so far as it was attribu- 
table to general influences, was due to 
the additional emphasis laid upon the 
previously formed favorable opinion 
concerning the revolution in Russia and 
the deep-rooted belief that ~ a gereral 
railroad strike in this ‘country would 
be -avoided despite the deadlock to 
which the negotiations between the 
railroads and the brothehoods had 
come. 

It wes not until after the close of the 
market that Wall Street received news 
of the course which was decided upon 
at yesterday’s Cabinet meeting, but 
even in advance 6f that nearly every 
one felt convinced that some way would 
be found to avoid a suspension of. rail- 
road transportation in the present. criti- 
cal situation. From the moment when 
President Wilson last -year stepped in 
to bring about an understanding _ be- 
tween the railroads and: their, men it 
was a practical certainty that there 
would bé no strike. The Goyérnment 
has agaip stepped in with the avowed 
purpose of keeping the railroads in 
operation because that is necessary, 
both for general reasons and for spe- 
cial ones, and. it is again a practical 
certainty that the strike will not take 
place. : 

The means for the avoidance of a 
strike were not disclosed in any news 
which the market had -before it yester- 
day, but in such a matter judgment is 
likely to be formed on broad princi- 
ples rather than on matter of detail. 
And on the broad principle that. the na- 
tional interests at this time require that 
there should be no ‘such’ breach be- 
tween the railroads and their - men, 
the conviction |was formed that by 
concessions by one side or the other, 
or by both, a ‘way would be found to 
avoid the strike which the brotherhoods 
have threatened. to begin this evening. 
No doubt the manner in which this 
danger is to be avoided will be care- 
fully scrutinized from a financial point 
of view, but whatever the ultimate 
judgment may -be’ concerfiihg the fair- 


resorged to, the first impression in all 
probability will be that the advantage 
to be gained by avoiding a ‘strike far 
outweighs the disadvantage which may 
attach to all or any of the details of 
the arrangement. 

Having formed favorable ‘conclusions 
regarding .the two-main phases of the 
general situation traders were inclined 
to follow the recent current of the 
market rather than to work in oppo- 
sition to it. That current has been run- 
ning toward improvement. partly be- 
cause many traders believe the market 
to have. been thoroughly liquidated in 
recent declines. and rtly: because of 
the widespread belief in the, continu- 
arice of business activity. ‘Those two 
forces combined to make many. people 
optimistic regarding the future of the 
market despite the existence in a good 
many quarters of a do-nothing disposi-‘ 
tion due to the uncertainty of our in- 
ternational relations rather than to any 
misgivings Py ae, og ntry’s in- 
dustrial outlook. disposition is
